A student, who, having attended the prescribed number of lectures, does not appear at the examination, or having appeared at 
the examination has failed, may be permitted to appear at the examination, as a private candidate, within a period of three years after 
completing such course. 

3. Every candidate shall forward to the Registrar his application for admission to the examination in such form as may, from 
time to time, be prescribed through the Head of the Department, at least six weeks before the commencement of the examination accom- 
panied by a fee of Rs. 75.** 

Whenever the application or fee of the candidate is received ate than three days after the last date prescribed above, he shall pay 
an additional fee of Rs. 5 provided that such application shall only be entertained up to three weeks before the commencement of 
examination.
